“There's monay in the fur business, if
you understand it," said an old fur trader
to a Florence Nows reporter. ‘I used
to think 1 undoratood it, untll 1 got left
on tho markot several times. The mar-
ket last wintor was bad avd uncertain,
and It looks slim for the coming season,

‘‘Are there ptenty of fur-boaring ani.
mals in the woodal”

*(Go aak the Kichi Munitou (Chippewa
for *Big God'), but 1 don't think there
aro. Last wintor the market sot In high
and sot ®verybody to trapping. This
served to exhauat the crop in the woods
and run down the market, 1 scld 400
pounds of beaver at 86 a pound last win
ter, and could have bought it for 4,60
two months afterwards, Hansen, of
Milwaukce; Perlolat & Ullmann, of Chi-
cogo; DPercy, of Oshkosh, and Fox, of
Green Bay, gel nlmost all the fur bought
by the traders in this reglon at present.'y

The fur-bearing animals, onco plenti-
ful, are of course, bucoming soarcer with
ench esucceeding year. They atill re-
presont many familles, and are of all
s'zes.  Probably the moat valuable Is the
silver gray fox, a few of which are still to
be fvund, Thuir pelts are worthfrom §10)
to 8100. The cross fox is worth from £3
to £8, and the rod fox only 81, Tacwe
eking aro used for trimmings, robes, cte.
Beaver are quite plentiful and are most
successfully trapped by the lodians,
Prime pelis avo worth 4 a pound dried,
They weigh ara from one-half to thres
pounds. Large ones aro very searce. A
lucal hl.l)‘u'f purchased 3,700 pounds one
winter, and only had one skin that
woighed throe pounds, The fur is dark
and is used for coats, caps, gloves, ote.
The trapping of beavoer 18 a preat art, and
is succestfully nocomplished by fow. The
Indiana teap them different from the
whites, snd keep their mode a eacred
pocret, Tho trap is set in the weter near
the animals’ houses and aro visited every
two or threodays. Small growthpopular
tankes tho best bait. The otter ia worth
prime from §oto §12. They aro plenti-
ful. One was shot at Armstrong Lake
the other dey by Messrs. Godshall and
Coleman., The furis dark and is used
for gauutlets, gloves, trimmings, etc.
Otter are generally canght in traps ot st
their slides on the banks of rivers or
lakes whore they go to play. These
slides are visited about every seven days
by the animals. Fish or meat maken
good bait. Fisher fur is much the saume
a8 otter, worth about the same, of the
same color, and is put to about the samne
nses,

The marlin is worth from 7O cents to

a very fine brush martin for $20. The
fur 1s dark and from it many caps and
sacks are made. Tho beautiful dark for
of the mink has decended low In the
scalo of pricea from Its altitude of &15
during war times to a mere pittance at
present. It now sells from 10 to GO centa,
The fur makes beautiful trimmiogs aud
durable sacks, They are canght intraps
get in the water and in doad-falls, Pat-
ridge or rquoirrel make good balt, The
martin, epoken of above, s caught in
very much the same way as a mink.
Bear skins range from &0 to £20. J. F,
Shafer, while west last winter, raw =
splendid grizzly pelt andoffered €25 for
it, but was langhed at, it being worth
much more. Noye: Drothers bought s
bear's pelt olght feet In lepyth a short
time ago, Bruln is caught mm traps or
deadfalls set in swamps or around old
lumber campe, and baited with fish or

meat, The skine are used for robes,
mats, eto. Deer hides are worth from

To-day there
is not a house standing or s single iu-
habitant iu that whilom **eity.”
